THE LAND OFFICE CIRCULAR. 


The Senate Takes Up Mr. Ingalls’s Resolu- 
tion. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—In the senate today 
Mr. Ingalls’s resolution, offered Tuesday, was laid 
before the senate calling on the secretary of the 
interior for information as to authority for the 
issuance of the recent order of the commissioner of 
the general land office, suspending the receipt of 
applications for public lands under the pre emp- 
tion, timber culture and desert land acts. The reso- 
lution having been read Mr. Walthall said that very 
soon afier the issuejof the order complained of, the 
Fceretary of the interior came to doubt seriously as to 
the legal authority for that order, without reference 
to matter of precedent,and that he had determined 
to revoke it yesterday. Mr. Walthall continued, 
Some hour or more before the senate met, 
and two or three hours before the offering of Mr. 
Ingalls resolution he (Wathall) saw and 
read the original draft of the order revoking it, 
and had a conversation with the secretary of the 
interior on the subject. He (Walthall) had learned 
from the secretary that he had very grave doubts 
as to the lecality of the order, and had determined 
on the vcry day of its issue to revoke it, whatever 
the precedents might be. Mr. Walthall sent to the 

esk and had the clerk read a copy of the order of 
revocation. 

Mr. Ingalls was glad the first order had been re- 
voked, but regretted the statement of the grounds . 
on which the revocation had been made. He (In- 
galls) aflirmed that no precedent, in harmony with

A Bil fora Bridge Across the Tennessee at 
Chattanooga— Other Basiness. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—In the houge M-. 
Crisy, of Georgia, from the committee on com- 
merce, reported a bill anthorizing the coustric- 
tion of a bridge across the Tennessee river at 
Chattanooga, Tenn. Piaced on the house cilen- 
dar 

Wr. Atkinson. of Pennsylvania, from the com. 
mittee on patents, 8 gerne a bill amending see 
tion 4887 0f the revised statutes. Piaced ou tiie 
house calendar. 

The change proposed will give an inventor a 
patentifor seventeen years if his application fora 
patent is filed in this country before a patent 
granted himin a foreign country. The present 
law provides that if the invention is first patented 
in a foreign country, the American patent subse- 
quently issued forthe same inve:tion shall expire 
with the foreign patent. 

An informal conversational discussion then 
prose astothe procedure of business today, Mr, 
Holman expressing a desire to call up appropria- 
tion bills, but being willing to test the sense of the 
house upon the question, Mr. Throckmorton and 
Crisp, iieaeen besa the claims of the committee on 
Paciti¢ railroads to the floor, and Mr. O'Neill, of 
Missouri, contending thatthe day should be as- 
signed to the consideration of bills relating to la- 
bor questions.

ANOTHER GREAT STRIKE 


ALL THE STREET CARS OF NEW 
YORK TIE UP. 


The Employes Have no Compiaint to Max, but 
Obey Orders From thea Executive Boari— 
Zbe Object to Compelthe Third Avenue 
Line to Come to Terms-—WNotes. 


New York, June 5.—For the third tim: in 
the first half of the year 15% allthe surface roads 
in the city have been tied up. This time the tie- 
up includes not only Brooklyn, but allthe Jersey 

‘ity roads, aswell. If was remarked yesterday by 
one of the execufive board of the Empire associa- 
tion that the proceedings of the board had been 
made too public. He promised the reporters that 
hereafter they would not be able to publish ahead 
ofthe action ofthe board, He said the next dis- 
trict meeting would be held in some place where 
it would not be found out by reporters. 

At the last meeting of the district assembly 
it was decided when the new board was ap- 
pointed to give themtwo weeks to eTect a 
peaceable settlement, and failing in that, the 
Jast resource was a general tie up. This has 
been indicated before. Members of the car 
association have felt the weekly assessment 
burdensome and have become exasperated by 
delays and the inaction of previous executive 
boards. They demanded a general tie up as 
a remedy for an ending to the Third avenue 
strike and refused to listen to conservative 
menibers of the board. With ditticulty the 
members have been induced to postpone the 
tie up until now. 

Ed. Mulford, one of the prudent counsellors 
of the board, several days ago, refused to ate 
tend any meetings of the board and has been 
at headquarters but very little of the time. 
Grabam Careful, district master workman, was 
forced along with the current. The action 
taken by the board is said to be unanimously 
approved of by the men. They say they have 
done this to force the Third avenue road, 
through the intervention of other companies, 
to cometo termsand declare that the flzht 
wiil be forced all along the line. The old story 
of acombination between the car companies 
wis _reported again as one of _ the 
causes of the strike. A feature about the tie 
up is that no proclamation or explanation ac- 
companied the order to tieup. Anold princi: 
ple of the order has apparently been lived up 
to, viz: “Never tell anything until it is 
done.” The blow struck was asudden and 
crushing one. I’vlicemen along the streets 
this morning hailedit as a short, decisive set- 
tiing of the Jong strike which had worn on 
their strength for nearly two months. Al- 
though the order to tie up was not sent out to 
the reads until after 3o’clock, this morning, 
by 4:30 a. m., it was known universally 
throughout the city. 

The police department was posted on facts 
early and by six a.m. every depot was guard- 
ed by details of police. Drivers and other em- 
ployes worked through the night as usual un- 
tilthe time for the firat day cars to run in the 
morpving. AttheGrand street depot the dry 
Cock lines, the scene of fierce riot and confu- 
sion in March, the cars finished their trips at 
5:°0 fa. m. Half an hour earlier the day 
cars were to begin their 
trip. Men did not appear for 
work andthe assistant superintendent went 
down and was told of the ordertotieup. He 
merely asked if there was any grievances of 
the men and was told there was none: that 
they were ordered to stop work by the board. 
He then notified the superintendent. The 
stablemen were left to care fur the horses. At 
Fourth avenue depot similar questions were 
asked by the superintendent and_= similar 


replies given. ‘The superintendent said 
to a reporter that he did not 
understand why his. road shoald 
tie up or how ic couli affect the Third 


avenue company. Atthe depot of the Broad- 
way and Seventh avenue company, the super- 
intendent said that last; night acar came in 
at three a.m,and that no cars are usually 
run until 4:550a. m. No explanations 
given end the borses were unfed., At the o?- 
ficc of the Kighth avenue line,the superintend- 
«nt said thefirst day car should start at six 
1.m., but it did not start, owing to the tie up. 
rhe superintendent of the South avenue 
line said none of his pmen 
had any grievances, and he hoped the. strike 
would be settled soon. The horses were fed 
in the stables. The police received informa 

tion of the tie up balfan hourafterthe order 
was issued. Superintendent Murray hurried 
to police headquarters, and within an hour re-

<erved entire force of 1,100 men who 
were concentrated atstations along the lines 
ofthe most important roads and at points 


whence they could most easily ba dispatched 
to threatened quarters in the event of trou- 
ble. One hundred and fifty men were sta- 
ticned at police headquarters, and all summer 
and sick leaves were for the present stopped, 


and ordered off, and two patrol wagons were 
brought to beadquarters. It was stated at 


noon today that sixty extra cars were being 
run by the Third avenue railroad company, on 
Bicecker street and Twenty-third street. The 
cross town lines are running twenty-eight cars 
on their roads. The Central cross town line 
announced their intention of starting some 
ears over their lines this afternoon. Every- 
thing was reported quict atnoon by the police. 
The Brooklyn lines are in the same predica- 
ment as the New York line; but there is no in- 
terruption of travel in Jersey City or Hoboken.

Dr. Felton's Abt use of Gordon. 

The most remarkable speech in bitterness 
and abuse that our state has heard is that 
now being made hy Dr. Felton against Gen- 
eral Gordon. No other Georgian in our mem- 
ory bas talked so malignantly of another 
Georgian. 

The trouble with Dr. Felton’s speech is, 
that in order to credit it, you must believe 
that General Gordon is athief, a liar,a 
bribe-taker, a perjurer and a coward. There 
is no possible middle ground. Dr. Felton’s 
fpeech means nothing or it means all this. 
The man who does not believe that Gordon 
took bribes and then swore he didn’t—that 
he has lied and stolen—that he has dealt 
criminally with his people, and then, likea 
coward, took refuge in forswearing—the man 
who does not believe all this of John B. Gor- 
don, can find neither sense or reason in Dr, 
Felton’s poisonous words. 

Can Georgians be brought to believe all 
this of the brave and illustrious soldier—the 
stainless and distinguished civilian—the 
Georgian whose body is covered all over with 
scars won in fighting for Georgia's rights, and 
whose name is illumined with Ceorgia’s 
highest honors? Doeven his enemies wish 
that such a result should be brought about ? 
Does even his opponent desire to win by 
such means as these ? 

The second trouble with Dr. Felton’s 
speech is that its animus is plain. (General 
Gordon, at the call of the democratic party, 
went into Dr. Felton’s district and led the 
party hosts in the fight for organized democ- 
racy. He alone of all prominent Georgians 
{excepting the Hon. Thomas Hardeman) 
went into the seventh, and from county to 
county fought by the side of Lester. Many, 
we may siy most, of Dr. Felton’s supporters 
recognized the fact that in responding to the 
call of his party, General Gordon simply did 
his duty as he saw it, and they are now 
among his strongest supporters. But Dr. 
Felton has not forgiven. And he takes his 
hand at revenge. 

The third trouble with Dr. Felton’s speech 
is that he is always bitterer than the facts or 
the character of his opponents will justify. 
Take what he said of the sainted Hill—as 
pure a patriot as Georgia ever produced. 
‘When Mr. Hill was already suffering from 
fatal disease which caused his death, Dr. 
Felton wrote of him, what a member of his 


family called, ‘‘the meanest words ever ut- 
tered or written ef him.’ Among 
other things, after arguing in 
in detail that Mr. Hill had acted 
corruptly as a senator, Dr. Felton says that 
he approached a door while Senator Hill was 
speaking. Of his feelings while listening to 
the great Georgian, he says: 

“I remembered also that some man approached 
Peter when his Master was on trial aud said to 
him: ‘Thou also arta Gallilean: thy speech be- 
trayeth thee.”’ Lest Ishould be asked, “Art thou 
also a Georgian?” I left in shame aud disgust. 
Like Peter I would have denied the soft impeach- 
ment.”’ 

Think ofthis! Think of Dr. Felton leav- 
ing a room in which Georgia’s peerless Sena- 
tor Benjamin H. Hill was speaking, for fear 
he would be disgraced by it being discovered 
he «l-o was from Georgia! Dr. Felton says 
‘he left in shame and disgust,’’ and avers 
that if any one had asked him if he was from 
the same state as Mr. Hill he would have 
‘denied it’’ because of his ‘shame and dis- 
gust.’’ These words, incredible as they 
seem, are quoted verbatim trom Dr. Felton's 
piinted letter of January 19th, 12°32, in THE 
CONSTITUTION. 

This is not the worst of Dr. Felton’s abuse 
of Senator Hill, He calls him ‘‘a deliberate 
falsfier of the truth.’’ Hesaysof Mr, Hill, as 
gentle a man and as frank as ever lived, ‘‘You 
can measure his malignity by his hypocrisy.’’ 
He says of one of Mr, Hill’s public acts: 
‘Thank God my democracy is not smirched 
by such a crime as this.”’ Mr. Hill had 
written him a friendly and affectionate let- 
ter. Of this letter he says: ‘‘Although full 
of his peculiar affection, it was so dogmatic, 
impertinent presuming and offensive that 
my Wifesaid: ‘'Look out foran atrocious 
attack on you.’’ 

lie further says of Mr. Hill: 

‘Has the man become insane that he should 
thus belie himself. * * * I charge that he 
is dishonest in the representation of his people 
and party in the senate. * * * Does he deny 
his double dealings, false friendship and greed for 
money inthe Colquitt-Murphy embroglio.”’ 

Let us quote one more expression. He says 
of Mr. Hill: 

“The embodiment of self-conceit. * * * He 
has done nothing worthy for his country and state 
that will live in the memory of the true, the good 
end the patriot.” 

The shaft of white marble which immor- 
talizes the memory and the features of Sen- 
ator Hill, and about which 30,000 Georgians 
lately gathered to honor his name and fame, 
testifies that Dr. Felton was, to say the least 
of it, mistaken in his prophecy concerning 
Mr. Hill. Is it not fair to presume he is also 
overreaching the truth in his abuse of Gen- 
eral Gordon? He was just as positive and 
as special and as bitter in his charges against 
Mr. Hill’s honor and character ag against 
General Gordon. Even worse, for he said, 
while suffering with ‘‘shame and disgust’’ at 
Mr. Hill’s course in Washington, that if he 
bad been asked if he ‘‘also was a Georgian,”’ 
be would have denied his own birth place. 
We believe he has rot gone so far as this even 
with General Gordon. What he says about 
Gordon is in the vehemence of speech. What 
he said about Mr. Hill was written in cold 
deliberation in hisown private room, and 
read and re-read and printed. He was cer- 
tainly wrong then. Why is he not wrong 
now? 

We give Dr. Felton credit for believing 
that he regrets ever having: written these 
words of Mr. Hill. In contemplation of 
Mr. Hill’s grand and heroic life, he must ad- 
nit that they were cruel and unjustifiable 
words. Thetime will come when he will 
feel just this way about the cruel and un- 


justifiable things he is now saying in passion 


about General Gordon, Neither Hill or 
Gordon deserved such words. And to hur! 
such abuse at two such illustrious Georgians 
is a very poor business and utterly unworthy 
aman of Dr. Felton’s intellect and position, 
The time will come when he will realize 
this. 


Let Us Draw a Parallel. 

Itis charged that General Gordon is a 
railroad attorney. That is false. General 
Gordon has had no connection with the Lou- 
isville and Nashville road or any other road 
in many years, and his assailants know it, 
But Mr. Bacon is a railroad attorney, and 
has been for years, and he has represented 
bis railroad not only in the courts, but be- 
fore the legislature. 

It is charged that General Gordon is not a 
citizen of Georgia. Thisis false, ‘(reneral 
(;ordon’s business carried him to New York 
for awhile, and he brought back the money 
to build the Georgia Pacific road. Major 
Bacon lived two yearsin Chicago as the paid 
attorney of the Pullman Palace Car company 
and came back to Georgia only to accent the 

attorneyship of the East Tennessee road. 

lt is charged that General Gordon resigned 
his seat in the senate. This is true. -But 
Major bacon resigned his place in the army 
when the battle was growing deadly, and 
came home and grew fat and saucy ina 
bomb proof, while General Gordon was fight- 
ing night and day in the valleys of Vir- 
ginia.

The quarrel culminated in 
ihe two negroes starting toward (uillian with the 

avowed intention of killing him. These threats 
induced J. M, Jenkins, a white man who was 

resent, to interfere, but his interference came too 
ate, for Quillian quickly drew a pistol and fired 
atthe darkies. The report of the pistol had an 
effect upon the darkies which nothing less than 
Jend would have had. Instantly after the 
tilash they wheeled around and fied, while Quillian 
disappeared in an opposite direction. Intelligence 
of the trouble was telephoned to poliice headquar- 
ters sand monnted officer Thompson was sent ont. 
He arrested all the parties exce a Quittman who 
could not be found and their cases were tried in 
police court but as the stables are outside the city 
Judge Anderson decided that he had no jnris- 
diction over the offenders and they were released. 


Charged With Being a Thief. 


John Barlow, an old black negro, wis 
given acellinthe city prison yesterday morning 
by Sergeant White. Barlow was arrested in his 
nouse near the East Tennessee shops. For some 
time past persons residing in that locality have 
been missing chickens, Somehow gencral suspi 

cion fell upon Barlow, and day before yesterday 
the matter was reported at police headquarters, 
When the officers entered Barlow's 
house they found six silver forks, three teas spoons, 
eight silver knives,a handsome brown woo! over 
coat with trekay lining and a s small rent on the 
left sleeve and along one underthe right pocket 
as though donein getting out of a vehicle, six 
dead chickens in a sack, one tablespoon, one 
towel, onetable knife and one set of wagon lhar- 
ness. These articles are at the police statiou for 
identification. 


His Case Was Disinissed. 


Mr, Milton Reid, the young gentleman who 
gave the negro, Jim Willis, a terrible beating, on 
Peachtree street, Thursday, was arraigned in police 
court yesterday morning, and entered a plea of 
not guilty. The evidence sustained his plea, and 
Judge Anderson dismissed thecase. In dismissing 
it, he said: 

“*T have no respect formob \aw, and do not be- 
lieve in men lynching prisoners, but the backbone 
of southern Civilization is the protection of our 
wives and daughteis from ignominy. Mr. Reid 
will be tried in the state court for an assault, but 
so far as I am concerned he shall not be punished. 
The ladies must be protected, and! cannot fine a 
man who seeks to punish atiend who has no re- 
spect for women.”’

ager of {the telegraph office in Atlanta before the 
war that Co’onel Howell began his business career. 
He was employed by Colone! Sloan as a messenger 
boy. The other gift was a handsome silver tablet, 
presented by the Southern Express company. 
Upon its face was engraved a frank, giving Colo- 
rel Howell the use of the company's transporta- 
tion facilities for the remainder of his life. 

Thesupper that was served under the skillful 
direction of Mr. Robert Pause, was elegant in all 
itsappointments. It was arranged upon three ta- 
bles, forming three sides of a square, Every sub- 
stantial was displayed. and every delicacy that 
thggnost epicurean taste could suggest,
